Much interest was shown in the 
FHA way of building at a meet- 
ing in Upland last night. With 40 
persons in attendance, James H. 
Berry, FHA field representative. 
answered questions for 114 hours. 
In opening the meeting he briefly 
outlined the various divisions of

ing explanations to definite, prac- 
tical questions about how much it 
would cost to build, the terms, 
drawing of plans, etc.

Man’s Best Years 


What are man’s best years? 
that question depends upon who you ask. For some the best 
years of their lite are at one period—and for others it is some 
other time. If you could live your life at one age, what age 
would you choose? Your age at the present time, your degree 


of success and of happiness would influence your decision, no 
doubt. 

We can well remember when we were a youth in our early 
teens we had the idea that along about 20 to 25 years would 
be the ideal age of a person’s life. Such an age as the latter 
stage when we were in the early teens appealed to us as the 
age of a mature person. But as we grew older our ideas on 
age changed somewhat. Now we consider ‘‘youngsters’’ in 
their twenties as barely started for the goal toward real ac- 
complishment—and certainly far short of the period we call 
mature. 

As a youth in the twenties we were of the opinion that when 
a person reached the age of 45 to 50 they were old. Now that 
we have passed that stage of life—and seem to feel about the 
same physically, are still able to enjoy living and keep at the 
daily task without undue fatigue—we feel that old age is still 
quite a distance in the future. Thus it appeals to us that 
whether a man is old or young should not be judged solely by 
the number of years he has lived, but more by the state of his 
health, his faculty to enjoy life and his ability of accomplish- 
ment. 

So—considering all things, if you could live your life at 
one age what age would you choose? Would you anchor at 20, 
would you slow down to a halt at 40—or would you be satisfied 
to live out the normal span of life, or longer? Those questions 
—always good for a more or less heated verbal battle—recent- 
ly started a word fracas in the English press when Winston 
Churchill, former minister of state and known throughout the 
civilized world as an author and deep thinker, said: ‘‘Twenty 
to 25 years are the best years of a man’s life—the earth is his 
and the fullness thereof.’’ 

To which George Bernard Shaw—not to be kept out of any 
argument—replied: ‘‘If you want to be a prize-fighter, you 
don’t want to be over 30. If you want to be an old dotard, 
well—I’m over 80!’’ 

The best answer of all came from Dame Marie Tempest, the 
actress: ‘‘Each age should be a-golden age—if you keep your 
brain clear and if you have the capacity for absorbing those 
things which will give a happy life.’’ 

True it is that every age has something to offer. Childhood 
has its frolic, youth its romance, maturity its mastery of the 
world, and age its contentment. For some, contentment is the 
highest goal of life. For them, the age which seems to offer 
feast, may in reality turn out to be the best. 

What are man’s best years? All of them—if he learns to 
live each age as it comes along—and to forget the joys of the 
past in the understanding and appreciation of the present. 

We have known many persons—and so have you-—who were 
the sweetest, most contented and happiest in their old age. 
Their greatest accomplishments in some ways had come earlier 
in life—and they had earned and were enjoying a “‘ripe old 
age.”’ 

Many never reach the stage where they becqme satisfied or 
contented. From youth to old age their life is one of discon- 
tent, they accomplish little or nothing, and they perhaps con- 
sider they never had any ‘‘best years.’’
